The Hull Tragedy as Much a Mystery 
as Ever. 


A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

Srambrizip, Mass., June 21.—The worst 
Jocal trazedy since the burning of the Holyoke 
French Church, in 1875, and one of the coolest 
abd most deliberate murders on record, was 
this afternoon at South Holyoke by 
John Kemmier, aged 48, anda former Germania 
Millis employe, in the killing, by shooting, of 
his three children, Annie, aged 6: Lutmiller, 4; 
end Amy, 1.—the third being a relic of triplets. 
The Kemmlers live in an attic at No. 875 Park 
street, the Germania Corporation Block, in 
comparative poverty, the father having been 
ont of work since February, when he 
deserted bis family to go to Denver, 
Col., after appropriating the family savings of 
$90 from the Savings Bank at Holyoke and 
Northampton, and returning only recently. His 
herself and children by working 
ip the mills and at odd jobs. Moreover, Kemm- 
jer was ordered to vacate his tenement on the 
of not working in the mill, which proba- 
biy ripened his determination. While he sent his 
wife up the street about 2 p. m. to buy a hat for 
Amy, be called the children up-stairs from the 
street on promises of candy, and locked the 
doors. He first designed to poison them, 
for which purpose ne had got enough 
cyanide of potassium to kill balf a 
dozen families. He tried feeding it, to 
them in gruel, but was only able to get a few 
spoonfuls down Annie’s throat, on account of 
the taste, and, it being an overdose, the victim 
threw it up. Seeing this wouldn't work well, 
be took Lutmiller into the front bedroom, shut 
the door, and, drawing a S2-<alibre Smith & 
Wesson five-shooter. shot her through the head, 
just beck of the ears. Leaving her weltering in 
her gore, be took Annie to the bedroom, shot 
her in like manner, and left ber on the floor 
covered with blood and vomit. Kemmiler then 
jaid Amy on the bed in the rear bedroom, and 
shot ber also through the head, behind the 
ears, burning the pillow. The work in 
each case was done clean, the revolver being 
pleced against the head, as large powder-burns 
on each face clearly showed, and the bullets 
going straight through both parietal bones of 
each child’s skull. The murderer then, locking 
the doors, went to a neighboring saloon, where 
he gave the barkeeper the tenement key, and 
said be had killed his children. He then 
strolled ap town, remarking that be had taken 
his last giass of beer. When arrested, in an 
up-town saloon, he gave up the revolver, and 
coolly acknowledged the crime. He said he 


didn’t want his children to grow up 
and run the risk of becoming prosti- 
tutes: He could not support his family, 
and could not see them in want. thought 
the best way was to kill them, when they would 
go to Heaven and be happy forever. He had

He put a clean white shirt, 
and when he had shaved one side of his face (he 
wears a lafge dark auburn moustache and chin 
whiskers) he went down into the kitchen where 
bis wife was and asked her foratowel. She 
picked up a towel and threw it at him in a spite- 
ful way. He insisted that she should hand 
him the towel like a lady. She would 
not. Angry words ensued. O'Sullivan 
went . back upstairs, and from A 
bureau drawer got an old, dull razor full of 
ticks. He returned to the kitchen, seized his 
wife by the bair, and cut her throat, making a 
wo several mches long and severing the 
jugular vein. He also cat terrible cashes across 
the left arm above the elbow, and across the 
right arm below the elbow, laying open the flesh 
to the bone. This is the murderer’s own story. 
No one was present except him and his 
victim. The woman broke away from him and 
rao inte the back alley, crving Murder!“ She 
soon sank to the ground from loss of blood. 
Her cries were heard by Mr. Johu Werner, who 
keeps a confectionery at No. 417 Berks street, 
who ran into the alley where he. found the poor 
woman sitting on the ground bleeding terribly. 
Mr. Werner alarmed the neigbors aud ran to the 
North rennsy!vania Depot, one square distant, 
in search of an officer. The woman got up and 
attempted to enter the house, but fell again. 
Three women who found ber there picked her 
ub and carried ber into the bouse. By this time 
she was speechless. She died in about half an 
hour. O Zullivan made no attempt to escape.

The 
one thing which is sought for and essential is 
motive. If that can be ip any way discovered, 
the police would be content to try the issues on 
their theory. 

Great caution is being exercised in order that 
the conspicaous blunders of other mysterious 
cfiminal cases may not be repeated.

THE GRAND TRUNK. 

The purchase of the Eastern Division of the 
Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad by the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company settles all doubts 
about the route of the new Chicago Extension 
of the Grand Trunk. ‘The road purchased runs 
from Port Huron to Flint, a distance of sixty- 
six miles. It has been in the hands of a Re- 
ceiver for several years, and ite sale has been 
pestponed several times. It. was generally un- 
derstood that Vanderbilt was also after this 
property, not because he needed it, but because 
he wanted to prevent the Grand Trunk from 
wetting it. But at yesterday’s sale Vanderbilt 
did not become visible, and the Grand Trunk 
had everything ite ou way. It is probable 
that Vanderbilt gave up the contest, because he 
has become convinced that the purchase of this 
property oy. him would not vent the 
Grand Trunk from getting to icago, as it 
could easily extend the Pontiac Division for 
that purpose, and thus secure a route almost as 
available as the Lake Huron. The Western 
Division of the Port Huron Railroad trom Lau- 
sing to Valparaiso, 166;miles, still remains in the 
hunds of the Receiver, but the Grand Trunk is 
sure to get this portion, agit holds nearly all 
the bonds. 

The section of the road between Flint and 
Lansing, known as the Chicago aud Northeast- 
ern, forty-nine miles in length, is held by Van- 
derbilt. His titie to this property, bowever, is 
not altogether clear, and an effort 1s being made 
to wrest it froth him, Should this prove unsuc- 
cessful, then the Grand Trunk will be compelied 
to build a parallel line and counect the two sec- 
tions of the Chicago & Huron, which 
can easily be done, there being no obstacles 
in the way. It is most probable, however, 
that, in view of the changed condition of affairs 
since Vanderbilt bought this property, he will 
let the Grand Trunk bave it Without much 
further contest. 

The Chicago & State Line Raliroad, formerly 
the Chicago & Southern, also owned by the 
Grand Trunk, is being rapidly extended to Val- 

raiso te connect with the Chicago & Lake 
— A branch line is also being constructed 
from Thornton to Joliet to connect at that 

t with the Chicago & Alton ana 

Island & Pacific. ‘The road from this city 
to. Valparaiso will de completed in a few 
months, and, if Vanderbilt does not let go of 
his hold on the Chicago & Northeastern, a new 
line between Fliat and Lansing will also be 
commenced before long and compieted before 
next fall, so that the whole line from Port 
Huron to Chicago will be ready to run its 
trains into Chieago by the let of Jan 1880. 
This new Western outlet gives the Grand Trunk a 
through line via the Erie to New York that will be 
shorter than either of the two Vanderbilt routes. 
The mileage of the Grand Trunk will be as fol- 
lows: Chicago to Valparaiso, 45 miles; Val 
raiso to Port Huron, 281; Port Huron to Bu 
le, 196; Buffalo to New York, 422; making a to- 
tai mileage from Chicago to New York of 944.

RAILWAY SYSTEMS. 
@vecial Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Nuw York, June 21.—The Assembly investi- 
gators of railway systems continued their ex- 
amination of Commissioner ‘Fink to-day. 
Chauncey M. Depew, of the Central, and Mr. 
Blanchard, of Erie, did the questioning, and suc- 
ceeded in lessening the force of the evidence 
previously adduced by Mr. Sterne against the 
railroads and their management. Mr. Pink, 
after giving the all-rail rates to Chicago, said 
that of the 40 cents per 100 pounds for fourth- 
class freight the Central got 46 per cent for 
ite baul to Buffalo. Anything less than 
14 cents for that baul would involve loss 
to the railroad, as would anything less 
than 15 cents to New Tork from Chicago, The 
cutting of rates was, a8 a rule, very injurious 
to public interests as well as to railways, and 
railways being such large corporations, and hav- 
ing very large credits, were frequently bankrupt 
before they knew it. They might be more dap- 
gerous rivals to other roads as broken than as 
solvent roads by carrying freight at rates. that 
only paid „. expenses, There was 
a difference of cents per 100 pounds 
on fourth-class freight from Boston to 
Chicago in favor of the Grand Trunk, but 
it was offset to the shipper by the 
time occupied, higher rate of insurance, and 
other disadvautages.

EXODUS OF CHICAGO CLERGYMEN. 

Considerable attention has been directed 
to the fact that several prominent clergymen 
of this city have recently determined to seek 
‘* fresh woods and pastures new,” and there 
has been an effort to create the impression 
that this ministerial exodus is a reflection 
upon the ability and willingness of Chicagé 
eburches to sustain their pastors, As a mat- 
ter of fact, the actual or projected departure 
of so many Chicago divines is only a new 
evidence of the metropoliten character of our 
city, which educates men in all professions 
up to the highest point of excellence and 
renown, and causes them to be extensively 
sought after by other communities. While 
this is true in general, it is especially true in 
the case of the cletgy. Chicago has con- 
tributed richly in the past to the dignitaries 
ef the Church, to religions journalism, and 
theological schools, Brief reflection recalls 
many names that hold high places in the list 
of American clergymen. Among the Chi- 
cago ministers who have become Bishops are 
Bishop Oxanxson, of Nebraska; Bishep 
Turmiz, who became an Army Chap- 
lain, and is now Missionary Bishop in Mon- 
tana; and Bishop Oumins, who was first 
made Assistant Bishop of Kentucky, and then 
the head of the Reformed Episcopal Church.

VACANCIES IN THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Mayor Hazrmow will be called upon next 
month to fill five vacancies in the Chicago 
Board of Education.

The classes of persons whose. hours of 
labor will be reduced by this proposed 
change are comparatively few. They em- 
brace but a limited portion of the labor of 
the country. The rule is totally inapplicable 
to the agricultural producers, and to a 
majority of the skilled laborers, to the 
meresntile, navigation, transportation, and 
mining population. Nevertheless these men of 
the League speak, predict, threaten, and com- 
mand as vociferously as if they represented 
the human family, and the hopes and inter- 
ests of mankind were in their hands. Like 
all self-appointed leaders, they will probably 
find that when the time for ‘‘action” is de- 
clased, their assumed constituency will be 
wanting, and the world will move on undis- 


| turbed by their noise. 


In his admirable “Sophisms of Protec- 
tion Bastiat devotes a large space to the 
discussion of the opposing theories of 
abundance and scarcity, and which is the 
better for man and for society, In the first 
proposi. on presented by this Boston orator, 
it is laid down as a fundamental truth that 
production of wealth is excessive, that 
labor is producing too much property, and 
therefore production must be reduced, The 
doctrine leads up to the theory that each 
country must produce the least that can 
supportit; thet an excess of production for 
export is evidenes that each man is produc- 
ing more than his share; that the trne 
measure of labor is to ascertain the least 
amount of what the whole population can 
subsist on, and of the number ofjworkmen, 
and, dividing the hours needed by the given 
number of workmen to produce the 
minimum quantity to be produced, the 
answer will be the required number of 
hours to make a day’s work. A redtction of 
the hours devoted to production is as direct 
an effort in the way of scarcity as if there 
were a limitation placed on the number of 
men to be employed, 

Te speak of a reduction ef the hours of 
laber without a corresponding reduction of 
wages, or an increase of the cost of produc- 
tion, must be utterly fallacious unless it in- 
Glude the all-essential point of a scarcity of 
the things to be produced by labor. 

The surplus products of this country for 
which there is no home market represent- 
ed by the * balance of trade must give em- 
ployment to fully half a million of workers. 
The proposition of thie Boston idiet is to 
stop producing and shipping those balance 
of trade products because they compete with 
the products of European laborers. His 
idea carried into effect would throw half a 
million of men out of employment and add 
to general pauperiam. The pressure of 
those unémployed men for work would. 
force. down the wages of all the 
others who were still employed. The 
great oversight made by those who ad- 
vooated a condition of scarcity as opposed to 
one of abundance is in forgetting that labor 
is a means and not an end. Labor is a 
means whereby man individually and col- 
lectively aims to secure for himself the con- 
sumption of the largest ‘possible sum, or 
weight, or number of the comforts and good 
things of this life; and any policy that tends 
to bring sbout a scarcity, as opposed to an 
abundance, is clearly directed to defeat the 
end of all labor. The general reduction of 
production is of necessity a step in the direc- 
tion of general poverty ; the largest possible 
abundance of production is in the direction 
cf the end of human happiness, wealth, and 
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hance the price of the wares the fermers 


buy, and in the proportion of this advance | 
in price they will be able to purchase fewer | 


goods. This will necessarily throw gut of 
employment tens of thousands of mechanics 
and laborers, And how that will benefit them 
or promote their interests it is difficult to 
eee. | 

It the advoon 
must inevitably produce such results as this 
even, upon those engaged in it, as made by 
Mr. Sizwixp, is the most masterly state- 
ment that. has ever been made by any living 
man on that subject,” then indeed his hearers 
and admirers must have extraordinary powers 
of perception on the one hand, or equally 
extraordinary obtuseness on the other. 

The other propositions all rest on the first 
one, which proposes to abolish abundance 
and establish scarcity; which- would limit 
each man’s labor to the production of what 
ig necessary to sustain life; which limits the 
labor of the United States to what is needed 
only for home consumption, and forbids the 
production for export. The export of Amer- 


tends to reduce foreign labor to pauperism. 
Let the facts give the all-sufficient 
reply: The United States are supplying 
Burope with vast quantities of food, and 
furnishing it at prices which enable the 
laborers of that country to have better and 
more than has ever been possible for them 
to enjoy heretofore. 

Instead of reducing the wages of foreign 
workmen by the export of our surplus pro- 
duotions, all Europe is made to participate in 
the vast abundance which has taken the 
place of their previous scarcity; and meat, 
which for years has been an unattainable 
luxury to thousands, is now, thanks to the 
untiring industry of the American producer, 
placed within the reach of all. The world 
shares in the great mercy which withholds 
the famine and crowns labor with abundance. 
It is sublime ignorance which stays the hand 
of labor,—which advises idleness and non- 
production instead of labor and a surplus. 
It is @ blasphemous defiance of Gon’s 
mercy which arrests industry or suppresses 
production, which fires thé @rop, which 
burns the factory, which destroys 
machinery, which burns bridges, destroys 
railroads, and which preaches idleness, in 
order to bring about scarcity, and prevent 
abundance, Let men who preach that labor 
should never produce a surplus, should never 
have anything to sell, should be content with 
the daily loaf, and seek no more, remember 

that labor, like the steam-engine, the rail- 
road, the improved plow, and the loom, is 
means not an end. Labor is the means of ob- 
taining everything man ean desire, and the 
greater the production from these means, 
the greater the abundanes from which man- 
kind can supply its wants In the propor- 
tion that the human family cen find from the 
vast production which supplies it all that it 
needs to fill the measure of its wants the 
end sought by labor is accomplished. In 
the proportion that men do not enjoy this 
adundance, to that extent is the end 
sought by labor defeated. Anything which 
aims at a reduction of production aims at 
the defeat of all the hopes, indueements, 
and expectations of labor.

Germany and Austria, though 
not greatly interested in Egypt as creditors, 
have given him the alternative of the full 
payment of the floating debt he owes them, 
or their co-operation with England and 
France in pulling him off his throne. As 
the juice is about all squeezed ont of the 
orange, end the creditors won't take the 
peel, of course there is no possibility that 
he can pay even the accumulated interest, 
much less the enormous principal. Even his 
own Ministers, with one exception, favor 
the abdication. As the Sultan cannot resist 
the pressure of the four Powers, and there 
is no probability that Russia will interfere 
in his favor, as she doesn’t care a straw for 
Egypt, Africa will soon have one monarch 
out of business. 

But after the abdication is accomplished, 
and a new King or Viceroy has been appoint- 
ed who will attempt to carry out the pur- 
poses of the Egyptian bondholders, what 
then? How much better off will England 
and France be than they are now? As for

homicides. Further, in the. course of the 
conversation, the venerable Bishop narrated 
his ineffectual attempt forty years ago to in- 
duce Mr. Gururiz, who was Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Pen, and at 
that time Senator, to amend the code sa 
that murderers could be punished In rela- 
tion to this code, Bishop Burr says: 

„The code of Kentucky is peculiar in the matter 
of taking life. The ancient rule of 4 life for a 
life is recognized, and to some extent put in prac- 
tice. Among some nations where th rale was 
held it was the practice of the avenger to sboot 
down bis victim without hint er warning; but a 
Kentuckian would scorn this. He announces his 
purpose; it is talked of by friends of both men 
that A will shoot B on sight. There is no at- 
tempt at a shirking of the consequences ef the 
meeting. and, though A Should os almost to a 
certainty that friends of B would deal out swift 
aud sure vengeance to him, he carries cut his 
threat to the letter. There is something of man- 
liness about it; bat oh! how eruel, how unforgiv- 
ing, and unchristian. ) 

In answer to the question wh¢ supported 
the system, Bishop Sura said: 

„Am classes, men of family, of position, and of 
standing in the Chureb, when they sit on juries, 
look at a case brought before them entirely from 
the standpoint of their early training. The law is

which the railroad officials lose sicht of receipts, 
and do not include them in their bills of lading, 
though the paper may be actually in their pos- 
session. A shipper will send au order for 
the transfer, on track, of (say) twenty- 
five carloads of gra, and receive a 
bili of lading for twenty-three cars, the 
others not being accounted for till after the 
lapse of several days. Last Friday morning 
one firm counted up no less than 320 car-loads 
of grain, the accounts on which could not be 
made up because the receipts for some of them 
were beld, for some informal reason, by rail- 
road officials. If the Committee should suc- 
ceed in straightening out the tangle they will 
have conferred a great service upon the ship- 
ping members of the community. 

The freight on wheat from Milwaukee to 
Chicago is Ne per bu. Adding Ie for storage 
here, and ge for insurance, inspection, and loss 
in weicht, we have 2c as the total cost of 
transfer. Hence if the price in Milwaukee be 
more than 24¢¢ below the price here it pays to 
make the transfer. The Milwaukee quotation 
advanced & e Saturday, probably because of the 
expectation of a bigger demand for Chicago. 

The condition of the June wheat deal mav be 
inferred from the simultaneous offers on Satur- 
day to pay 61.03, in settlement, and to sell at 
$1.08 in settlement. Both longs and shorts 
were apparently anxious to trade “where it 
would do the most good”; that is, where it 
would directly cancel their obligations. 

The leading produce markets were rather 
tame Saturday, and averaged easier. Hogs were 
quoted lower, and provisions were quite weak 
at times, though the resulting decline was not 
very severe. Wheatdeclined ke on futures, 
with littie change for this month. Corn was 
steady, with more doing in transfer from July 
to August. Oate were easier, rye steady, and 
barley firm. 

Lake freights were quiet and unchangdd, on 
the basis of 1%c for corn by sail to Buffalo. 
Through rates on do, Gee to New York by 
lake and canal, and 9e dy lake and rail to New 
England points. Rail rates were steady on the 
basis of 15c per 100 los to New York. Through 
rates to Liverpool were quoted at e per 100 
Ibs on meats, and do to Antwerp at 58e, being 
based on the through rail rates of the coming 
week. The rate on corn on the Erie Cana! is 
quoted at Me, which is the lowest ever known. 
An advance io rail rates is promised for the be- 
ginning of this week, We per 100 Ibs of grain 
being charged to New York. It is believed that 
the result. will be a decrease of the forward 
movement by rail, and some lots of track grain 
were ordered into store Saturday, because not 
wanted by shippers. 

There was a continued fair order demand for 
staple and fancy dry goods, and prices were as 
firm as before. Groceries were again reported

THE MEETING THIS WEEK. 

It was expected that yesterday would witness 
the commencement of the great six-day running 
meeting at the Jockey Club track, and every- 
thing was in readiness for the sport to begin 
when unfavorable weather put à veto on the en- 
tire arrangement.

A New York Sun correspondent recently bad 
an hour’s talk with Mr. A. Keene Richards, of 
Kentucky, who bas made the breeding of race- 
horses the study of a lifetime, and given partic- 
war attention to Arabian blood. Many years 
ago he made three journeys to the Desert of 
Sahara for the purvose of purchasing the very 
best Aiabian stallions and mares. We was suc- 
cessful, but so great was the expense involved 
that it is doubtful if the venture wil! ever prove 
a peying one. Mr. Richards has great faith in 
the success of his experiment, however, and be- 
lieves that by a judicious infusion of Arabian 
blood into that of the American thoroughbred 
a race of horses will be produced that 
for stoutness and speed will beat. the 
world. One of the results of Mr. Richards’ 
system of breeding is the well-known stallion 
Limestone, bv War Dance, dam Transylvania. 
This mere is by Massond, an Arab horse brought 
to this country twenty odd years ago. Lime- 


stone is a magnificent-looking chestnut, sixteen 


hands high, and in his 4-year-old form won 
twenty races, beating some of the best horses 
in America, not only on the flat, but as a hurdle 
umper. Transylvania is a wonder in her way.

DIVORCE. 
“A RESURRECTED PAGANISM SAPPING SOCIETY.” 
Oatholtc Pilot. 

The teudency of this age towards the adora- 
tion of materialism is manifesting itself so 
strongly in qvery department of the social order 
that men of conscience and conservative ideas 
may well ask the promoters of this licentious 
and disrupting liberalism to pause in their ruin- 
ous pretense of guarding personal liberty and 


personal rights, that intangibie entity called 
“the government” is constantly absorbing this 
liberty and these rights into its own irresponsi- 
ble and invisible power. 80 leng as courts of 
justice haa the moral courage to stand between 
society and the assaults of the advocates of this 
tendency, there was little to be feared, but even 
this barrier is crumbling away fast enough to 
make men of thought and men of social order 
look with concern on the results of a resurrect- 
ed paganism which is, so far as in it lies, sapping 
the foundations of morality in Christian society. 
The progress and the inroads of this paganized 
licentiousneas are plainly and alarmingly visible 
in the facilities which courts of justice—injus- 
tice (H- afford to professional vampires, known 
as shysters, to invade the sanctity of married life 
in divorce cases. By the Divine law every man 
is the head of his family, and by the law of 
the Church marriage is a sacrament which no 
earthly power can undo; and yet in the face of 
these facts, and in obedience to the howlings of 
a licentious and an immoral age, Judges invade 
and drag before the heartless world everything 
that is sensitive, and holy, and sanctified in the 
family life, and in the sphere where, by the gift 
of God, and by the benediction of the Church, 
every man, in the plenitude of his marital. and 
prerogative, is the supreme ruler. 
The sacred and the sacramental unity of the 
family is the very corner-stone upon which the 
social fabric rests, and whoever undertakes to 
disturb itis a rebel against socicty. By what 
authority does an individual called a Judge un- 
dertake to regulate the private affairs of a man’s 
family?

ST. JOHN’S MISSION. 
PROTESTANTS WHO HAVE TAKEN VOWS OF OBE- 
DIENCE, CELIBACY, AND POVERTY. 
Baltumore Bulletin. 

There is now in progress at Mt. Calvary Epis- 
copal Church, corner of Eutaw atid Madison 
streets, a mission or religious revival which is be- 
ing condacted by the Rev. Fathers Maturin and 
Torbert, of the Anglo-American Order of St. 
John the Evangelist. A similar mission is to 
be inaugurated at St. Paul's Church dy the Rev. 
Fathers Grafton and Hall of the same Order. 
The Society of St. John in the Episcopal Church 
would seem to be of somewhat similar charac- 
ter, so far as ite special adaptation to mission- 
work and the simplicity of fis rules of living 
are concerned, to the Society of Jesus in the 
Roman Catholic Church. The missions con- 
ducted by the Society have deen very successful 
elsewhere, and are very interesting. The Society 
was formed in 1805 in the Parish of Cowley, 
England, of which parish the Vicar at that time 
was Father Benson, who is now the bead of the 
Order. Three other clergymen united with him 
in the establishment of the Order, viz. : 


The Rev. Father Grafton, now of the. Church. 


of tne Advent in Boston, the Rey. Father 
O'Neill, an English. clergyman, and the Rev. 
Father Prescott, now of St. Clement’s, Phila- 
delphia. The Key. Father Prescott was at that 
time Rector of Christ Church in Westhaven, 
Conn.; the Rev. Father Grafton was assistant 
tor at St. Paul's, in this city; the Rev. 
ather O'Neill was without a charge. These 
three ministers, with the Vicar of Cowley, con- 
stituted themselves a society, all having taken 
vows of celibacy, obedience, and poverty. They 
lived together in the house as one family, wear- 
ing dark robes of the coarsest cloth, discarding 
all luxurics, adopting the simplest and severest 
mode of life; uncarpeted floors, plain food, 
nothing but the bare necessaries, the first three 
ministers obedient to the Vicar as Superior or 
head of the family. For several years, till 1871, 
the Order had only these four members. They 
adopted no constitution, intending to let the 
constitution up with the ety; obe- 
dience to the Superior was the only guide. In 
1871 others came into the Order. Meantime 
tne Vicar of Cowley retawed his office and 
performed his duties under the Bishop the 
same as before. The change only affected their 
domestic life. Indeed, it is said, the order had 
the blessing of the late Bisbop ot Oxford, who 
presided over the diocese of which Father Ben- 
son's parish was a part. In 1871 Father Benson 
came to America to take part in some work de- 
ing conducted by the Rey. Father Prescott to- 
ward establishing the Society of Evangelist 
Fathers here. 

In 1872 Father Grafton took charge of the 
Church of the Advent in Boston, and ia 1875 
Father Prescott was elected Rector of St. Clem- 
ent’s, Philadelphia. The Order has now, after 
an existence of fourteen years, about twenty 
members. St. Clement's and the Church ot the 
Advent are the only churches in this country in 
charge of priests of this Order. ‘The thurch at 
Vowley, in the Diovese of Oxford, is another, 
and there is one in Bombay, making four 
churcbes in the world which are in charge of 
members of the Order of St. John the Kvangel- 
ist. There are various missions; However. 
Three missionaries are now working at Jud- 
son, in India. They have also a college in India, 
at Silotiya. The membership includes, besides 
clergymen of the English, American, and Irish 
birth, one Parsee, or converted Hindoo. No 
clergyman is admitted into the. Order under 30 
years of age. Novices are taken into the family 
when they are of age. The preparation neces- 
sary. to become a member includes a course of 
study and training of not less tban three years 
at Oxford. 

Some of the clergymen of the Order, when 
they first went into it, were men of considerable 
private means, but as membership involves the 
condition of poverty, the money all goes ior the 
benetit of the Society. “One mau has not more 
than another. ‘They are not allowed to use any 
mopey except to provide for the necessaries of 
life. They do not own the clothes they wear; 
everything belongs to the Society, and from it 
they receive food, shelter, and clothing. No one 
bas a cent that de din call his own. They re- 
ceive ne persoeel benefit-{rom the salaries from 
their parishes. 

Whether they are working their own parishes, 
or whether. they go out to other parishes to 
work, they are not allowed to receive anything 
but their expenses, though douations may be 
made to the Society. Their needs are provided 
for in the simplest way. Any clergyman of 
means, upon gomg into the Society, may take 
his money with bim for the Society’s use, or he 
may bequeath it to his friends. Ihe furniture 
is hoe eg and thin. A single chair. a wasb-stand,

He, also, was one of the few American theolo- 
gians known beyond his own country: and. with all 
the objections which may be made against his 
rough and untimely modes of thought and ex- 
pression, he must be regarded as the first pioneer 
on the transatiantic Continent of those larger 
views of critical inquiry and 1 philosophy 
which have so deeply influenced all the churches of 
the Old World. 

Of Dr. Robinson, the author of “ Biblical Re- 
searches fn Palestine,“ the Dean says: 

He was the first explorer of Palestine who saw it 
with the eyes of a mind fully prepared for what he 
was to discover. and capable of seeing waat he was 
to describe. His works may be superseded by later 
investigators and more attractive writers, but he 
will always be regarded as the founder of modern 
sacred geography. 

Of the Methodists, the following is said:

odists. Frrst, for the more educated classes, the 
Americanism of Wesley, to which in their uncal- 
tivated way the traneatiantic Methodists still ad- 
hered, furnished some kind of escape from the 
stern Calvinism of the Presbyterians and Congre- 
gationalists of New England; and it may be that 
out of this tendency sprang that remarkable offset 
from Congregationalism which I bave already 
sooken, the Universalists.

der which it is preserved in the Roman, English, 

and Latheran churches, has yet justified Wesley's 
adoption of it by the coherence which it has given 
toasystem otherwise so diffusive. Thirdly, the 

hymns originating in the first instance from the 
pens of John Wesley and bis brother Charies, and 
maitiplied by the fertility of American fancy, have 
an attraction for the lored population corre- 

sponding to that ceremd@nial charm which I have, 

ready described as furnished to them by the Bap- 

tists through the rite of immersion. 

Of the Baptists, Dean Stanley says that they 
surpass all other American churches, except the 
Methodists, including, they do, not merely 
many of the humbler classes in the Northern 
States, but also a large proportion of the ne- 
groes of the South. He adds: 

It is worth while to contemplate this great Amer- 
ican Church, which, more than the corresponding 
community in England, lays stress on ite retention 
of what is undoubtedly the primitive Apostolical, 
and was, till the thirteenth centary, the unversal 
mode of baptiem in Chriétendem, which is still re- 
tained throughout the Eastern churches, and which 
is still in our own Church as positively enjoined in 
theory as it is universally negiected in practice, — 
namely: tne Oriental, strange, inconvenient, and 
to us almost barvarous practice of immersion. 

A considerable portion of the address is de- 
voted naturally to an account of the English 
Church in America, its establishment, with 
present condition. Lhe first English Commun- 
ion of the New World was celebrated in Vir- 
ginia by Robert Hunt, on the 2lst of June. 1607, 
For a long time after in the Northern States 
this Church was morally regarded as a mere 
concomitant of those English Governors who 
resided in their capital cities. ‘There the An- 
glican clergy were more or less treated as Us 
senters, whose scattered congregations and their 
pastors, when revolution came, adhered to the 
cause of monarchy.’’ There is an interesting 
account of the course pursued to maintain bere 
‘* the Apostolic succession, of the consecration 
of Bishops Seabury and White, and of the 
necessary modifications of the litargy. Of the 
future of the Church bere the Dean does not 
speak dogmatically, but believes that the 
Episcopal Church in America will have a con- 
siderable part to play if it only remains faithful 
to the liberal principles upon which ft first 
started.“ 

Dean Stanley concludes as follows:

Work is resumed on the Romal Catholic Ca- 
thedral in Brooklyn with the expectation that 
the building will be finished in two years and a 
half. The expenditure thus far is for land, 
$600,00; and for material and work about $80,- 
000. This includes the beautiful chapel on the 
Clermont avenue side in which regular services 
are heid. The original estimate for the cost of 
the completed cathedral was. $1,009,000, but this 
was made when prices of all materials were 
much higher than now. Three-quarters of a 
million will probably do the whole work in ex- 
cellent style. 


Recent events at Saratoga have shown that 
the best way to bold a religious assembly or 
convention not to sponge upon the house- 
hoiders for lodgings and meals, but to let every 
delegate pay his dollar a day ata boarding-house.

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THE DARK WOMAN.

This is a terrible legend, which has run for 
many centuries through the Oriental districts of 
Russia. At times, according to the songs and 
recitals, a mysterious creature with a frightful 


-| bead, having, like the Furies of old, snakes in- 


stead of hair, starts on ite journey from the 
depths of Asia. She ts dressed in long tatters, 
which expose to view her skin of sinister, caaay- 


erous blackness. 

Wo to the cities and villages that the terridle 
figure touches with her naked teet! The soil 
retains the impression of her steps, and ali 
whom she approaches are destroyed. This black 
creature, according to Russian legends, is the 
Plague. Unbappily, the reality is still more 
sorrowful than the legend. Without the fanci- 
ful mise-en-scene with, which popular imagina- 
tion surrounds all that strikes it, the results are 
the same; when this terror appears, thousands 
on thousands die. 

This Asiatic importation has almost invariably 
followed the wars of Russia with the Turks. 
The soldiers of Peter the Great, of Catharine 
and Nicholas, frequently obtained booty from 
the Mussulmans; and, asa terrible revenge on 
village and extortion, they found among this 
booty the Plague. 

The late war also filled the greedy hands of 
the Cossacks. Cavaliers returned to their vil- 
lages, all charged with goods of every descrip- 
tion,—the ancient usage prevailing, that what- 
ever a band flundsin an enemy’s country it is 
privileged to take, and this must be shared 
with that fraternity which exists in associations 
of malefactors. It happened that one of the 
Cossacks of a stanitza near Astrakan received 
for bis portion a magnificent shaw! of precious 
material,—taken no doubt from some Turkish 
harem,—whieh gallant trophy he carefully 
guarded for his fiancee in his native village. Im- 
mediately on returning, the soldier hastened to 
show his intended dride the elegant present; 
and oung girl without delay arrayed her- 
self i the shawl, in order to exhibit it to her 
friends. Scarcely, however, hadshe thrown it 
over ber shoulders than she experienced a 
deathly sickness, and finally died with symptoms 
that old members of the mi! colony recog- 
nized as the Plague. The shaw! was inotected. 
Simflar cases in other villages, and 
haste was made to destroy all objects so amor- 
ously pillage . and preserved with so much care. 
But the destruction of these trophies of war 
came too late; the evil, once declared, spread 
rapidly, and the cry of alarm reached St. Feters- 
burg. 

The Government endeavored to stifle the 
alarming rumors, and commanded the journals 
of the day to forbear alluding to the apparition 
so dreaded by the lower classes throughout 


Russia. 

The Pablic Sanitary Department at length 
sent a Commission of physicians to Astrakan to 
investigate the evil, and, if possible, to provide 
aremedy. None of these men returned; they 

bed almost as soon as they reached their 
destination.
